Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  1966. 
During  most  of  this  period  the  Council  was  without  a  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  the  collection  of  the  vital  statistics  and  other  matters 
for  this  report  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Blackburn  and  his  staff,  who  have 
dealt  with  all  the  work  of  the  department  with  care  and  efficiency. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
his  staff,  particularly  the  Northern  Area  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Rogers, 
who  have  given  advice  and  help  whenever  this  was  needed. 

The  past  three  reports  have  referred  to  the  infantile,  neo-natal 
and  perinatal  mortality  rates  which  have  been  high  compared  with  the 
national  and  county  rates .  After  a  high  rate  last  year  our  figures 
have  steadied  again  to  near  the  County  level.  These  mortality  rates 
have  been  dropping  steadily  throughout  the  past  ten  years  and  the 
figure  for  Cumberland  is  now  26.9  perinatal  deaths  per  1,000  total 
births,  compared  with  46.2  in  1956.  Our  figure  for  this  year  is  27.1. 
The  general  distribution  of  the  causes  of  perinatal  deaths  shows  no 
very  significant  variation  over  recent  years . 

The  causes  of  death  during  1966  do  not  show  any  marked  changes  of 
trend  from  previous  years.  Heart  disease  and  various  circulatory 
diseases  still  form  the  largest  categories.  In  the  age  groups  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  over  the  age  of  75  there  are  considerably  more 
deaths  of  women  than  men  over  several  years,  but  in  1966  this  has  been 
particularly  obvious.  The  total  in  all  age  groups  was  141  males,  and 
160  females.  Over  the  age  of  75  this  was  54  males  and  100  females. 


Again  there  were  only  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  added  to  the 
register.  At  the  present  time  tuberculosis  is  not  nearly  such  a  serious 
and  dreaded  disease  as  lung  cancer,  from  which  seven  deaths  were  recorded 
during  the  year. 

This  report  deals  with  the  period  before  my  appointment  commenced 
in  January,  1967,  but  as  I  prepare  it  I  should  like  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  Councillors  and  to  the  officers  of  the  Council  for  the 
support  and  co-operation  I  have  received  during  my  first  six  months  here.,

There  has  been  a  very  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  1966. 
Only  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  in  this  area.  The  total 
notifications  for  scarlet  fever  in  Cumberland  have  been  higher  than  the 
five  previous  years,  but  this  x^as  evidently  mainly  due  to  an  outbreak 
at  MLllcm  accounting  for  nearly  half  the  total. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  whooping  cough  has  remained  low  for 
some  years:  there  were  six  cases  this  year.  This  continues  to  show  the 
efficiency  of  immunization,  which  is  given  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  A  large  number  of  infants 
are  given  protection  in  this  way,  though  the  number  receiving  a  rein¬ 
forcing  dose  at  about  eighteen  months  still  falls  short  of  the  number 
accepting  the  original  course.  Notifications  for  measles  were  much 
lower  than  in  1965,  and  this  reflects  the  usual  alteration  of  measles 
incidence  between  one  year  and  the  next.  Vaccination  against  measles 
has  not  been  generally  introduced  as  yet. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  typhoid  fever,  para- typhoid  fever 
or  dysentery  during  the  year.

I  have  pleasure  in  contributing  the  report  on  the  work  under¬ 
taken  by  the  public  health  inspectors  during  the  year  under  review, 
including  work  by  the  back  room  girls  in  collating  the  mass  of 
information  and  making  it  presentable. 


The  throughput  at  the  public  abattoir  increased  by  99  per  cent, 
necessitating  increased  inspections  and  consequently  less  time  for 
other  duties.  However  the  time  was  well  spent  as  there  was  a  117  per 
cent  increase  in  the  weight  of  meat  condemned.  Even  so  the  quality 
of  stock  slaughtered  was  of  the  best. 

The  biggest  single  cause  of  condemnation  was  the  tiny  liver  fluke 
distoma  hepaticum,  giving  rise  to  distomatosis ,  which  rendered  almost 
six  tons  of  liver  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

When  it  is  realised  that  this  represents  54  per  cent  of  the  total 
weight  of  meat  condemned,  there  would  seem  to  be  a  need  for  more 
drastic  measures  at  the  farm. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  have  requested  greater  attention  to 
poultry  processing  stations.  Only  one  such  station  is  situated  in 
our  area,  and  the  process  carried  on  is  a  limited  one,  involving 
killing  and  plucking  only.  Evisceration  is  done  elsewhere.  In 
view  of  this  post  mortem  inspection  is  limited,  but  it  is  quite 
understandable  that  the  retail  trade  will  not  accept  birds  showing 
signs  of  unfitness. 

Turkeys,  ducks,  hens,  broilers  and  capons  passed  through  this 
station,  approximately  44,000  in  the  course  of  the  year,  of  which  0.7 
per  cent  (l4  cwts)  was  rejected  as  unsuitable  for  human  consumption. 

One  of  our  inspectors  is  to  take  a  special  course  in  poultry 
inspection  shortly.

Brucella  abortus  still  claims  attention.  Of  356  samples  of  raw 
milk  taken  43  gave  positive  results  by  means  of  the  M.R.T.  test,  l6 
of  which  were  confirmed  by  culture. 

Two  herds  were  involved  both  supplying  milk  to  retailers  in  the 
district.  Details  are  given  on  page  31  of  the  report. 


Slum  clearance  is  proceeding  steadily,  a  further  45  houses  having 
been  represented  for  drastic  action. 


One  hundred  and  four  new  houses  were  built,  66  in  the  public  sector 
and  36  by  private  enterprise,  and  57  improvement  grants  were  carried  out. 
One  hundred  and  tx^enty  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  during  the 
year.

The  16  positive  cultures  were  confined  to  samples  from  two  local 
farms.  Restriction  Orders  were  imposed  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959*  and  the  milk  subjected  to 
pasteurisation.  Separate  samples  were  then  taken  from  the  cows  in 
both  herds  with  the  object  of  identifying  the  offending  animals. 

In  one  herd  eight  positive  results  from  46  cows  were  obtained, 
so  the  farmer  decided  to  continue  with  pasteurisation.  The  Order 


In  the  other  instance  where  brucella  abortus  had  been  isolated 
from  a  churn  sample  taken  at  a  local  dairy,  the  laboratory  tests  did 
not  give  positive  results  from  any  of  the  subsequent  samples  taken 
from  the  cows  in  the  herd,  although  five  of  these  samples  were  regarded 
as  highly  suspect.  Further  samples  from  these  five  cows,  and  from 
churns,  failed  to  produce  positive  results  and  the  Order  was  with¬ 
drawn.  On  the  assumption  that  the  herd,  comprising  over  100  animals, 
contained  intermittent  excretors  of  the  organism,  regular  monthly 
samples  were  taken,  but  without  further  positive  results  during  the 
course  of  the  year. 

Much  work  to  seemingly  little  purpose,  but  important  nevertheless.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


Tinder  "the  Prevent! on  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act ,  1949  the  Council 
continues  to  carry  out  certain  control  and  treatment  measures. 

Normally  the  services  of  one  workman  for  approximately  one -third  of  his 
time  are  devoted  to  this  type  of  work,  but  during  the  year  the  post  of 
rodent  operative  was  vacant  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

Refuse  tips  and  sewerage  systems  are  regularly  surveyed  as  a 
matter  of  routine.  Infestations  are  controlled  by  the  use  of  Warfarin 
poisoned  baits,  although  in  the  case  of  heavy  infestations  it  is 
occasionally  necessary  to  use  a  more  acute  poison  such  as  zinc  phosphide. 

The  sewers  at  four  places  were  test  baited  during  the  year, 
infestation  being  indicated  in  only  one  of  the  systems.  This  proved 
to  be  of  a  minor  nature  and  was  quickly  cleared  up  with  the  use  of 
Warfarin. 

Domestic  premises  are  treated  free  on  request,  but  a  charge  is  made 
for  any  work  undertaken  at  business  premises.  An  income  of  £l3.2s.lOd. 
was  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  four  treatments  carried  out 
at  such  premises. 

The  1956  Austin  van  used  on  this  service  was  replaced  in  July  by  a 
new  van  of  the  same  model,  4*354  miles  being  covered  in  the  year.
